A dispatch from Capt. W . C. 
Bronaugh , of Lewis, Henry coun­ 
ty, to th e D e m o c r a t , dated St. 
Paul, 
Minn, 
says 
th e Younger 
broth ers, Cole and Jim, were pa­ 
roled today. 
Th e case is familiar to all readers 
of th e public prints. 
Twenty-six 
years ago 
th e Youngers— Cole, 
Bob and Jim — with oth ers, made a 
raid on th e bank at North field, 
Minn. 
Th eir reason for selecting 
North field was th at one of th e 
gang h ad lived th ere at one time, 
and h ad 
apprised th em th at th e 
late Ct o v . 
Benj. Butler and ex- 
Gov. Ames, of Louisiana, a car- 
pet-bagger, wh o were not particu­ 
lar in th eir treatment of south ern 
people during and following th e 
^ war, h ad money on deposit in th is 
particular bank. 
Th e gang decided to go after tiie 
money, wh ich th ey claimed 
h ad 
been wrongfully taken from south ­ 
ern people, and th e raid on 
th e 
bank was planned, .but it proved 
disastrous to th e raiders. 
In th e raid th e cash ier of th e 
bank was accidently killed, and a 
Swede wh o went to th e rescue of 
th e bank officials was wounded. 
Tw o or th ree of th e raiding par­ 
ty were killed, and th e Youngers 
and oth ers were wounded. 
Posses 
were organized to pursue th e rob­ 
bers, and th e Youngers were cap­ 
tured, 
but some of 
th eir com­ 
panions escaped. 
Th e Youngers were tried, con­ 
victed and sentenced to life im 
prisonment. Bob dying in th e peni­ 
tentiary at Stillwater. 
Cole and Jim h ave been model 
prisoners, and for th e past two or 
th ree years th ere h as been a wide 
sentiment in favor of th eir parole, 
on th e ground th at th ey h ad been 
sufficiently punish ed. 
No one man did more in beh alf 
of th e prisoners, with a view to se­ 
curing 
th eir release, th an Capt. 
Bronaugh . 
He h as made numer­ 
ous tiips to Minnesota, 
always 
carrying with h im strong petitions 
in favor 
of a parole, and th e D e m 


o c R A T congratulates h im on th e 
success of h is mission, as set forth 
in h is telegram today.

county 
which 
was awarded the 
banner 
by the 
democratic state 
committee in 1898 for showing the 
largest increase in its democratic 
vote, 
the 
county of Pemiscot, 
where 
democrats outnumber re­ 
publicans 
more 
than 
two 
to 
one. 
Y e t 
it 
is

“ The present drought in Mis­ 
souri recalls to many pioneers the 
one that existed in the west and 
south during the year 1S54,” said 
Mr. J. II. W right, president of the 
Callao bank, to a Globe-Democrat 
correspondent 
at 
Macon, 
Mo., 
Tuesday. 
‘ T don’ t think, however, there 
are any indications that we will be 
called upon to endure as great pri’ 
vations as the farmers had to put 
up with that year. 
I was about 19 
years old. 
A large party 
of us 
left Missouri for Texas in April. 
On the i6th or 17th of June, while 
in camp on Red river, near Pres­ 
ton, a heavy rain fell, which was 
general 
throughout 
the country, 
but it was the last one that fell 
that year. 
Up to that time the 
weather had been unusually favor­ 
able, and there never had been bet­ 
ter prospects for crops. 
“ A s the summer went on with­ 
out rain we began to get discour­ 
aged, and most of us decided 
to 
return 
to Missouri. 
There were 
seven covered wagons in our cara­ 
van, containing as many 
families 
A s we slowly 
drove up 
through 
the Indian Territory 
the 
scarcity 
of water became a serious problem. 
1 rejneinber one day 
we traveled 
forty miles with only five gallons. 
The heat and dust were awful, and 
toward the afternoon our thirst be­ 
came intolerable.

which showed the absence of rain­ 
fall had been general. 
“ W e reached Missouri about the 
middle of August and found vege­ 
tation on every farm burned up. 
The corn that looked so promising 
in the early summer was cut for 
fodder, and that is all that saved 
the stock. 
There 
were 
no 
rail­ 
roads, and it was imjiossible to get 
anything in the way of vegetables, 
fruit or cereals. 
Cornmeal cost 
$i 50 a bushel when brought in 
from Glasgow or Hannibal. 
W e 
lived on bacon, cornbread, coffee 
and molasses purchased at those 
places. 
Farmers 
moved 
their 
stock over to the Chariton river, 
which rati until late in the fail. 
The stock too far back in the coun­ 
try to reach 
the river 
perished. 
There was nothing to be done on 
the 
farm, 
and 
people 
just 
sat 
around and looked 
at 
the 
sky. 
Some of the emigrants who had 
taken up large tracts of land aban­ 
doned it and returned east, under 
the impression that a drought was 
a regular thing in Missouri 
“ Toward the latter part of the 
summer a great meeting was held 
at Antioch church, and three min­ 
isters, who had come a long way 
for the purpose, prayed for rain. 
It was on this o'ccasion that Uncle 
Jimps Dysart made use of the ex­ 
pression which has since become 
famous. 
He 
sa id : 
‘Brothers, 
I tell you there ain’t a bit of use 
praying foi rain, because the wind 
is in the wrong direction.’ 
“ I guess he was right, for the 
rain never came. 
A t last winter 
set in, and it 
was 
hoped 
early 
sDowfalls 
would 
furnish 
water, 
and one right good storm came up 
But the snow was dry and it blew 
away with the dust, without even 
dampenirg the earth. 
“ The dust on 
the 
pikes 
was 
frightful on a windy 
day. 
You 
could hardly see 
a 
vehicle 
just 
ahead of you. 
The old Glasgow 
stage coach would roll into Callao 
with everything about it— passen­ 
gers, 
driver, horses, harness and 
all— nearly 
as 
white 
as 
snow. 
Sometimes travelers’ throats would 
become so badly choked they could 
not talk until they took a drink of 
water. 
I guess in those days most 
of us ate (pjiv allotted ‘ peck of dirt’ 
and more, 
“ The spring of 1835 was season­ 
able and crops sprang from the 
ground 
with 
renewed 
vigor. 
I 
can keenly remember our first meal 
with home-grown vegetables on the 
table, and I ’ve never tasted any­ 
thing since that that was quite so 
good.
